The tragedv occurred at l:iu mis 
afternoon in "front of Balfe's home. 
Crazed by liquor Balfe fired two shots 
at Officer WLxom as he approached to 
arrest him. 
WixoYn dodged to the 


left as the first shot was fired and the 
bullet just grazed past his right ear. 
If he had not dodged, the bullet would 
probably have , passed through his 
head, killing him. The first shot fan- 
ing to stop the approach of the offi- 
cer Balfe fired & second time, the bul- 
let'going wild. While firing, the man 
, who was crazed by liquor, shouted at 
Wixom, "Keep away from me or I 11 
^Ifter'the second shot the crazed 
man rammed the muzzle of. the gun 
against the right side of his.head and 
poured-two shots into his brain. He 
dropped to the street in a heap and 
was dead when reached. 
Upon arriving home this noon Balfe 


immediately started to moke things 
hot for his wife. Smashing dishes and 
furniture he shouted wildly, that he 
would take his own life 
Mrs. Balfe 
called for the pelice and Officer \Vix- 
om rushed to the horn* to n-r^t him. 
The revolver with which BaKe kill- 
ed.himself, when picked up after tie 
trae-edy had 
one ' bullet left in the 
chamber. It was a five chamber gun 
and he had it loaded full.

drive where we got some of the real 
stuff. 
We were the first American 


tpoops in an' offensive of this size* 
It surely was an awful fight, and th-e 
Americans showed them all how. The 
Germans wertf. driven so fast that our 
guns were o.ut of range in' less than 
an - hour. 
We moved up three times 
that day, and every day thereafter, 
for a week we moved up at least 
once. The dead and wounded lay all 
around us by the score.

'like 45,000 prisoners were taken in 
the dri%'e. The wounded far exceeded 
those figures, so you can Judge as to 
its magnitude. 
"The second night, out Smithy and 
I pitched our tent after dark in a 
small woods, and' it look-ed like rain, 
and found after we had completed 
the job. that" it was over the carcass 
of a big German. We were too tired 
to pitch our. tent again, so we had to 
move him. We had several close calls 
there which I would like to tell you 
about, but don't think I would be 
permitted. 
We captured lots of guns 
and loads of ammunition which we 
used on the retreating Germans.

battalion of "eight guns Often had as 
many as eighteen to twenty. 
Every- 
one was firing them—even the M. D. 
men. 
Everyone in the outfit is back 
liere at' the rest camp with me en- 
joying the, best of health. 
"There are a great many American 
nurses over here, but they'are all back 
in the hospitals, so we never get a 
chance to see them. 
We have lots of 


Ambulance companies with us, and 
the medical service 
is good.

work Is interesting and, I like it very 
much." 


Enjoying A Kiast - 


Private Clyde Curry's letter to his 
mother Mrs. Wm. Curry, of 623 N.

"Well, we have moved back a little 
ways for a few days' rest and it sure- 
ly seems good to get away from the 
continual roar of guns and bursting 
of shells. 
Of course, 
we are still 


within hearing distance and can hear 
the constant rumble, but its nothing 
like the real thing, for believe me, no 
one can imagine what a battle is until 
he is in one; and the one we just 
came out of was a small affair. 
"I can't tell you very much about 
what we have been doing, but will 
certainly have some wonderful and 
interesting stories to tell when I get 
back home, Tor I have seen the real 
thing, and can say that war is cer- 
tainly what Sherman said it was. If 
they "ever get the big Germans _that 
are at the head of this, nothing will 
be bad enough for them. We will get 


them before long, too, for we have 
got a good start and intend to keep 
right on going.

"I have felt pretty good all the 


time. 
Of course, 
there 
are times 
when a fellow feels pretty shaky, but 
we keep right on going and while 
we're In it we work night an'd day. The 
'eats were good under the circum- 
stances, but a fellow can't expect the 
best at such times and it is wonderful 
how they keep every hinjr going. • I am 
sitting- right now in a spot where 
only a few days ago there were Ger- 
mans. I don't know how much of a 
rest we will get, but I expect we will 
be back in it before long:.

TO ENTIRE WORLD

•Washington, Sept. 12.—The general 


Russian situation today menaces the 
entire world. 
Teutonic 
intrigue, de- 


signed to line up Russian man power 
for the central powers, plainly has 
over reached its mark. 
Anarchy prevails 
throughout 
the 


entire Russian territory. The Teutonic 
masters of the Bolsheviki are In dan- 
ger now themselves, according to the 
brief accounts that are reaching diplo- 
matic circles here. 
A goodly part of Petrograd is in 


ruins from fires set by revolutionary 
anti-Bolsheviki bands 
and 
by 
the 


herds of robbers who have flocked to 
the city. 
There have been wholesale | 
massacres of prisoners by the Bolshe- j 
viki and scores of killings in street i 
fighting, the origin of which has not 
yet been cleared up. 


Anti-Jewish 
riots, 
with 
possible 


massacres, are hinted at in Moscow 
dispatches, although there is as yet 
no confirmation of this report. 
With 


their power crumbling everywhere, the 
Bolshevik! rulers are endeavoring- to 
control with the gun, the sword, the 
rope and the match. 
Many cities and towns throughout 


Russia are reported 
to have 
been 


burned because they were controlled 
by anti-Bolsheviki leaders and Iheir 
followers. 
Life is unsafe and all who 


cannot protect themselves have 
killed regardless; of their political be- 
liefs.
